Mr. H. E. Tomkins having resigned on the 
4th instunt owing to his leaving this Colony for 
a holiday it was decided to invite Mr. F.

MEW PILOT ORDINANCE, 2 

The following letters referred to in the 
Chairman's spooch atthe Anouil Moeting wore 
read :— : 

Hongkong Genoral Chamber of Commerce, 

: 17th February, 1905. 

Siz,—I beg to inform you that the question 
of the Now Pilot Ordinance (No. 3 of 1904) has 
recently boon again considered by the Committeo 
of the Hongkong General Chamber of Com- 
merce, and I hove been instructed to lay before 
you tho following fnets in connection with the 
working of this Ordinance.: ° 

I would beg to romind you that the reason the 
Committee of the Chamber. originally requested 
the Government to license pilots in Hongkong, 
woa with a viow to checking the growing’ evil 
of incompetent and ignorant nativa boatmen, 
hoarding vessels outside the ‘harbour and 
reprosenting thomeelves'as eompotent to act. as 
pilots. . 

It is hardly necessary to point ont that this 
stata of atfsirs not only caused at times consider- 
able inconvenience and loss to ship ownera but 
the risk-of damage to valuablo property and 
heavy Joas of life also influenced the Committee 
in approaching the Government with a view to 
having thesu incompetents weaded out. 

‘Thore were however a number—probubly some 
40 at least—of Chinese boatmen who for years 
acted es pilots, bringing in and. taking out of 
the harbour the largest vessels visiting this port, 
berthing them alonyside the wharves or docks, 
and generally performing the duties of pilots to 
the entire satisfaction of the shipping 
community. 

It is admitted that moet—if not sl\—of these 
wen are illiterates,, but they have proved them- 
setves compatentand trustworthy and though 
recommending legislation,. the Committes had 
it in mind that the examination of this 
class of men, who could not possibly ba 
expectad to pass highly technical examinations, 
would be condacted with similar consideration 
to that now shown in. their examinution to 
coxswaina and enginoars of looal tugs and 
Januches. : 

The Committes of tha Chamber'from the 
first expressly stated: that, they considered it 
advisable not to limit the number of pilots and 
in the belief that this wodld be the view taken 


| by the Government, tha Committee contented 


themerlves with a statement to this effect in 
their letter addressed to the Hon: the’ Colodial 
Beoratary dated 21st April 1904. At the same 
time they also expressed the opinion that the 
fees for pilotage should not he increased, 

I would beg to remind you'that the views of 
the Cotmitteo were very fully-sot oat in the 
correspondence which passed betweon- the 
Chamber und jthe Goyernment in 1902, 1903 ; 
this -has been published ‘in the :Chamber’s 
‘Reports for those years. aes ? 

Quite ‘the contrary however of what was. 
desired hay now come abcht as, acting under 
powers givea him in the Ordinance, it hus boen 
decided by the Harbour Master to limit tho 
number of Licences to 14, t» cope with thé work 
which forty cr fifty men were proriously 
engoged in and even sapposing that all tho ten 
men were ovailoble ot the same time this num- 
ber is in the opinion. of ‘the Committoo in- 
adequate to ‘meot the requirements of tho, 


shipping: : 
a matter of fact it wouldappoar that there 
are only nine licensed pilots at tas moment viz. 


sight Earopeans snd one Chinese. Further. 


one of these is engaged in controlling the new 
formed Pilots’ Association and bas othor in- 
terests denianding. his avteution..

The Japan Mail says :—Telegrams published 
in Tokyo say that the Chinese Go vernment 
anticipates with much unsasiness the state of 
affairs that may occur in the empire at the close 
of.the war. The Yangtsze Valley is alleged to 
be tua region on whiok these eyes of apprelwa- 
sion are fixed, and ihe story raos thot all 
possib.e military preparations are being mado to 
ieot the emergenvy. and that the  Viceroys’ 
have been warned to coufer and’ tuke meusues 
for wutually assisting each other. It may be 
presumed that sn suti-foreign rising .is the 
dreaded contingency, Predictions that some- 
thing of the kind is iu the sir have beon made 
from time to time by the North-China Daity 
News, and we cavuot forget how correct that 
journal's forecast proved in the cass of the Boxer 
riots. Prophets ulways take a great risk, for 
even though they be absolutely correct in their 
diaynosia of the conditiuns prelud‘ng a catas- 
trophe, they cannot possibly goge the innumer- 
able accidents that may intervene to avert it, 
‘rhe oue thing quite cortaiu is that elements of 
anti-forcign disturbance always exist. in Chins, 
and the other thing quite certain is thut if such 
elements did not exist the Uhiness would not be 
bumau, A moderately caroful perusal of China’s 
history, and espeoiatly of the history of her 
foreign relations, must prove to ‘anyone, dirat, 
that more pacifically disposed or long-suffering 
le do not exist on the face of tho earth; 
nnd, secondly, that noimperial nation has over 
received at. the hands of foreign States, their 
subjects and their citizens; treatment so 
provocative of iudignation nd aversion os 
the Chinese huve received at the hands of the 
Occident over since tho Portuguese made thoir 
debutonthe Far-Eusternatage. ‘Wedeliberstely 
use the words “evor vince,” for although it is not 
denisble thot during mvdern times xreat 
amelioration bas boon effoctod in the conduct of 
Uhioa’s foreign intercourse, there would be no 
difficulty in udducing very recent examples of 
treatment which no sovereign State in the 
Occident would enduro for one moment without 
drawing the sword. Even at this instant there 
is in progress on China's soil, betweun two 
foreign Powers, s war having for .motite to 
determine whether three of her fairest provinces 
shail be etolon from her dominions, and even at 
this mouent hundreds of millions of her people 
aroe‘paying heavy taxes on account of an emeute 
in which they sad neither hand, act néy part, 
yot with the spirit of whiot they csn not choose 
but sympathhe if any spark of nidnliness und 
patriotism still smoulders in their breasts, The 
doings of Chinese mobs may sot harmonize 
with vilizution’s canons—bow oftea hes 
the -worls seen such phenomena as civilized 
mobs 2” Tho Boxers may have discredited 
themselves by their excesses. -But-in what 
degree is civilization honoured by the methods 
ofthe West towards the East;.by the unsern- 
pulous, prodatory ,and masterful behaviour that 
disfigaros tho Occident’s record ia the Orient? 
Poasibly it is all inevitable. Possibly itise 
art of the unhappy decree which condomus 
umanity to a perpetual, straggle for the

survival of the fittest. .But, whaterer bo" the’ 
ultimats cause, the effects are plain enough to 
those that look for them dispaasionately, and 
one ofthom is that there must be working in 
the huge Chineso mass astroog leaven of bitter 
angeraguinst foreigners, and a profouad desire 
to expel them beyond the bordors of the 
Middle Kingdom. It is 5 thing to be 
reckoned with just os is the plague or the 
cholera. But jiow? Tho. presont mothod 
of Russia, tho present method of Germany, 
the prassut mothod of Franco and the former 
method of England reproseat a frank appeal to 
violence for purposes vf spoliation. It is not 
more gure that two ond: two moke four than it 
jn that forcos such as those of which 1 sotung, 
Shautung and Annan have “bean mode the 
gonerating centres, must, if loft to develop with- 
out check, ond in the disruption of the Chineso 
empire and its partition among the predatory 
Powers Conld those ends he conipassead p nc 
fully, porhips the results trould be happy for 
the Chiness; that is to say, for a nation waich’ 
in resp ret of homogeacity and numbers occupies 
the promior place on our globe, But there can 
be no peaceful accomplishment. In the face of 
courkos auch as the Occid-nt has hitherto pursu- 
od; in the face of the inveterate antipathy those 
courses have aronsed aniong the Chingso, and in 
the fnco of the br-oing Jealousiea that sway 
Westera Powers, thers can bo no pacitic partition 
of these rich spoils. Many publicists think and 
say that tue sight of Japan» xuccos-0s against 
Russia complicates the Chinese problem. A 
stranye -coaten ion su ely! Tt assum-s as 
axiomat?s that craven submission oa Chiva’s 
part is the only mood to suit the situation. 
Tt ia not evidout, on the contrary, tha’. siuce 
acontury of gontuet with mast-ifal Powers 
has failed to o meate that submissive mood, the 
true solution lies in conceding China's right to 
axsurt herself, in recognising her title to in- 
dependent oxistence and in encouraging her to 
struggle for her own int -grity* If these vie- 
tories that Japan is winning assist to rouse 
Chinese patriotic resolution, they will be 
promoting the policy that the United Stutes 
and Great Britain have finally adopted, Tho 
pity is that this policy was not adopted long 
ago, for then we shov'd not now be living on 
the edge of a voleano. nor anticipating repeti- 
tions of the shocking sconer of 10 1,

Pince Frederic Leopold of Prussia, b kins- 
man of the Gorman Emperor and brother-in 
law of the Gorman f£mpress, will start within 
a few days for General Kuropatkin’s head mar:

churia on the Emperor's behalf. It will be 
remembored that arrangements were originally 
made for Prince Frederic’ Leopold to proceed 
to Mouchuria last year, at the time Prine?
